The St. Louis Jiepiiblic, which sup- 


ported Cleveland 'or president does 
not endorse the financial policy of the 
administration, It believed the clause 
in the Chicago platform which declared 
•• for the use of both gold and silver as 
standard money of the country, and 
the coinage of both gold nnd silver 
without discriminating against either 
metal ov charge for mintage" meant 
what it said and it believes in holding 
tho party to its pledges. In a recent 
issue it says: 


"The free and unlimited coinage of 


gold and silver is a constitutional 
right of tho American people, and it 
shall not be compromised away nor 
traded away to the Napoleons of finance 
in New York or the mortgage dealers of 
Boston. 
"If the Democrats fail to pass a bill 


for the free coinage of gold and silver 
the party will get the worst defeat a 
party ever got in the history of this 
country. The politician who does not 
know enough about American politics 
to know this knows very little indeed. 


"The continued demonetization of 


silver under a policy which a treacher- 
ous enautmant permits without author- 
izing; the continuance of the single 
gold standard with no authority given 
in eypress terms for its maintenance 
by any law of the United States, makes 
this the paramount issue in American 
politics. It must be settled, settled at 
once and settled right. 
" It cannot be settled at all except by 


the free and unrestricted coinage of 
gold and silver without discrimination 
against either metal." 


If all Democratic leaders who claim 


to be in favor of free coinage were as 
outspoken as the Jiepiiblic there would 
be no doubt whatever of the passage of 
a free coinage bill by the next congress 
and its approval by the president. It 
is the duplex action of the managers 
of the party who uphold the single 
standard policy of the administration 
while pretending to be friends of silver 
that gives rise to the suspicion that the 
Sherman act may be repealed without 
the enactment of a substitute more 
favorable to silver. If the party press 
and party leaders had the manliness of 
the Jiepulilic and came out squarely and 
above board for iree coinage independ- 
ent .y»' its effect on party, OHO of the 
first acts of congress when it assembles 
would be the passage of a bill to make 
partial niuonds for the infamy of 1873 
by restoring stiver to its old standard.

The value of exports decreased many 


millions in the last year as compared 
with (be year previous, while the value 
of imports increased proportionatly, 
leaving a balance of trade of about 
$150,000,000 against the United States. 
To settle this balance and pay interest 
ou European investments gold has to 
be shipped out of the country. This, 
uot the bullion purchase act to which 
the gpldlmgs attribute the present 
financial trouble, is the cause of the 
flow of gold to Kurope. That flow, so 
long as tho balance of trade is against 
us and Europe collects interest on its 
investments, would be just as large 
and as steady if tho United States did 
not purchase an ounce of silver. 


m;oi'<;in TO HAY. 


John Sontag and Chris Evans, two of 


the most daring dpsperado'os that have 
infested California sinco the days of 
Joaquin, havo been brought to bay by 
the officers of tho law. Both wounded, 
one of tae:n it is bsliovod mortally, 
they lie sick and sore in jail at Visalia. 
Accused of robbing a train nearly a 
year ago, they sought refuge in the 
mountains, defied the law and killed 
or wounded all of its representatives 
who came with iu range of their rifles, 


Taat these outlaws, on whose heads 


a price had been set, succeeded in evad- 
ing their pursuers and periodically 
visited the settlements, indicates that 
they had friends, and many of them 
too, who aid them in eluding the officers 
and supplied them with food, clothing 
and amunition. That they should have 
remained in a locality where they were 
generally known and with a large re- 
ward offered for their apprehension 
seems unaccountable, except upon the 
hypothesis that they relied upon their 
friends for support and hoped to terror- 
ize the officers to such an orient that 
the bravest of them would not venture 
near their haunts. 


It was supposed for some time after 


the train robbery that they had made 
their escape from California, and thai 
they could have done so there is not 
much doubt, but it appears that they 
Sere »°L°ut of the 8«»te at an? time. 
Now, if they survive their injuries, it 
Z£L°«?Ti be to,die on the gallows or 
serve their remaining days in the peni- 
tentiary, as the crimes they have com- 
mitted stacethe tram robbery are more 
heinous than that offense.

C h riii Evans, Sontag's Partner, t'nptured 


—He is AHo Wounded.

VISALIA, June 13.—A sou of Widow 


Perkins, living in Wilcox canyon, 22 
miles northeast of this city, came to 
town about 10 o'clock last night, and 
going to Sheriff Kay's office informed 
Under Sheriff Hall that Evans was at 
his house, badly wounded. Hall se- 
cured a posse and with young Perkins 
as a pilot, proceeded to the widow's 
house. 


Evans was found lying on u cot, his 


head and arms bandaged, and was a 
forlorn-looking object He was unable 
to make resistance had he desired to, 
and did not. 
He was immediately 


bundled into a spring wagon and 
started for town, Under Sheriff Hall 
riding along with the driver. 
The ar 


rest was made about 1 o'clock, and they 
arrived here a little after 5 o'clock this 
morning. 


Evans corroborated the statements 


of Sontag about the latter wishing to 
be shot. 


Physicians examined Evana at the 


jail and found he was shot in the right 
eyebrow, closing the eye. Another bul- 
let plowed across the small of the back 
making a wound nine inches long. He 
was also shot in tho left wrist, the ball 
passing upward through the forearm. 
These woundsj are painless, but one 
broke both bones of the right wrist, 
which is badly swollen and very pain- 
ful. 
All the wounds were made by 


rifle bullets. However, he is not as se- 
riously hurt as Sontag and will have a 
speedy recovery. 


Mrs. 
Evans called at the jail half 


au hour after her husband arrived 
but Sheriff Kay prevailed on her to 
postpone her visit until 9 o'clock. At 
that hour she was promptly on hand, 
and on entering the room where her 
husband was, Evans said' "How are 
you Mollie?" She burst out crying, 
while her husband turned on his side 
a little and closed his eyes. For fifteen 
minutes not a word was spoken. Then 
each obtained control of themselves, 
and Evans inquirad as to the health of 
the children, and then drifted off into 
an account of the flght in whieli ho was 
wounded.

The Secretary of the Treasury on the 


Monetary Question. 


Special to the JOURNAL. ] 


WASHINGTON, June 18.—A represent* 


tive of the Associated Press had an 
interview to-day with the secretary of 
the treasury, in which he reviewed at 
length the monetary situation with 
reference to silver legislation. He pre- 
sented a long array of figures showing 
that up to 1873 the total coinage of 
silver dollars was $8,845,858, and since 
the passage of the Bland-Allison act in 
1378 the coinage was nearly $400,000,000, 
of which only about $60,000,000 was in 
actual circulation the first day of the 
present month. 
The secretary con- 


tinued : " The records of the treasury 
department show that during the thir- 
teen months beginning May 1st, 1892, 
and ending May 31st, 1893, treasury 
notes issued for the purchase of silver 
bullion under the act July 14, 1890, 
amounted to $49,961,185, and daring 
the same period the amount of such 
notes paid in gold was $47,745,173. It 
is evident," said the secretary," that 
If this policy is continued, and if he is 
compelled to issue bonds or otherwise 
increase the interest bearing public 
debt, it will be done for the povpoie of 
procuring gold with which to pay for 
the silver bullion purchased and' - the 
wt referred to.

By duty of water i<< meant the irriga- 


tion performed by a given amount of 
water; and this may be expressed in 
various ways. 
Ordinarily by stating 


the number of acres which is irrigated 
by the constant flow of « given quan- 
tity ]of water, ai a cubic foot per hPCond. 
Sometimes the water is expressed in 
" inches," but as the " inch " varies 1 e. 
tween wide limits, it has none of the 
characteristics of a unit, and should be 
avoided. The duty may also be ex- 
pressed in terms of the depth of the 
water, which has been applied. 
The 


first method is that commonly used 
where the water is takeu from streams 
and at the ba'.is of uater rights uud 
water contracts between the canal com- 
pany and the purchaser. 
It i.s in the 


unit most convenient for their purpose 
for in this form the amount which 
should be delivered to the irrigator 
when the supply of the ditch is suffi- 
cient, is at once found. 
But as this 


estimate varies with the assumed length 
of the irrigation season, it is not con- 
venient as a basis for determining the 
actual depth of water which has been 
applied, or for estimating the number 
of acres which may be irrigated from a 
reservoir 


The duty as expressed in one way 


may be express in tho other unit by re- 
memberiugthat there are 86,100seconds 
in a day of twenty-four hours, and since 
there are 13,560 square feet in one acre, 
the flow of one cubic foot per second 
will cover nearly two acres one foot 
deep in one day, and in 100 days will 
cover 200 acres one foot deep, or will 
furnish, as it is sometimes expressed, 
200 acre-feet. 
The reverse reduction 


may be applied by remembering that 
two at re-feet are equivalent to the flow 
of one second-foot 
for twenty-four 


hours. Thus, if tho depth on a crop of 
100 acres is,one foot, it would require 
the constant flow of one cubic foot per 
second for fifty days, or one-halt of a 
second-foot for an irrigation season 
of 100 days. 


The expression of the duty in the two 


ways may thus be equivalent ways of 
expressing the same amount of water. 
In terms of acres per second feet, the 
stream is supposed to be running con- 
stantly 
The needs vary from one part 


of the season to another. 
No one 


wants his water for irrigation in as 
great quantities m May as in tho latter 
pirt of June, or the same amount in 
August and September. 
When the 


flow of the cubic foot per second is as- 
sumed constant throughout this whole 
period, the duty found is much greater 
than if the month of June was taken as 
a basis, But under the conditions of 
distribution from our 
streams, the 


quantity of water received by u ditdi, 
fluctuates according to the fluctuations 
of the streams, and the demands are 
such that there is rarely any surplus 
water. * * * 


The amount of water a< tually needed, 


as every irrigator knows, varies accord- 
ing to many conditions. 
The method 


of irrigation, the slope of tho ground, 
character of subsoil, the crop, amount 
of rainfall, the use of water in large or 
small heads, preparation of ground, the 
skill and knowledge of the irrigator, 
thorough cultivation. * * * 


Diffesent crops require 
different 


amounts of water and at different pe- 
riods, Grasses being grown for forage, 
an increase of water usually means an 
increase in product. With the cereals, 
as well as with grasses when grown for 
seed, there is a limit beyond which irri- 
gation may be detrimental. 
Different 


cereals as well as different vegetables, 
have different powers of withstanding 
excessive moisture on one hand or 


routh on the other. Hence irrigation 
s applied with greater care, and per- 
iaps more frequently in case of scarc- 
ty, to the one crop than to the other, 
and the duties obtained under the con- 
litions of ordinary practice will vary in 
onsequence. 
A soil retentive of moisture will need 
ewer irrigations than a sandy soil, and 
f irrigations in the two cases can be 
made with the same depths of water, 
will furnish a higher duty 


It is a common observation through- 


out the irrigated valleys that land re- 
quires less water after it has been irri- 
gated a series of years. 
Though we 


have no definite measures on this point 
the fact is one of such common observ- 
ation that there is no reason to ques- 
tion it. Many times land may cease to 
need water at all, and may require 
drainage. 
The cause of the lessened 


need is connected with the change of 
the ground water which is universally 
observed.—Prof. 
Carpenter in Colorado

SICK AND TAKEN IN. 


1EUPLE83 HOTEL GUESTS FLEECED 


BY BIG DOCTORS' FEE-3 


nany Hotels In the Dig Metropolis and In 


Chicago Are la League With Conselenoo- 
lest Member* of the Medical Fi ofesslon 
to Extort Money. 
Every large hotel to the city nowadays 
las a physician resident in the building. 
3is presence in the hotel is one of the 
>roofs of the completeness of the modern 
lostelry, so far as the provision and com- 
brt of the guest is concerned. The idea 
of having a doctor within instant call is 
jeycnd all question an excellent one, but 
t seems that it has of late been subject 
:o grave abuse. The fact has got out 
that some of the hotel physicians make 
Use of their position to levy extortionate 
;harges for the treatment of guests who 
lave been luckless enough to fall ill 
among strangers. 


Complaint is made that far from being 


a blessing to the guest, the ease with 
•which medical attendance can be secured 
ias in such cases become a source of 
jenuine dread to visitors to the big city 
•who have to stop at hotels. 
The guests 


fear even a trifling illness while in the 
ictel, because if they make the fact 
mown that they want to see a doctor 
they will be charged a fee out of all pro- 
portion to the service rendered by the 
loctor, whose chief claim to patronage 
IB that he is "always near at hand." 


Complaint has been made against the 


doctors' charges in two of the best known 
hotels in the town to a prominent con- 
eulting physician. 


When I was taken sick at the hotel 


the other night," one of the complainants 
said, "1 asked the head clerk to send me 
Dr. S." 


Dr. 8.1" said the clerk in seeming 


astonishment. "I never heard of him. 
But we have a competent physician in 
the hotel whom I will send to your 
room." 


The hotel doctor did go to the room in 


response to the request of the clerk. He 
jnade several visits during the night, al- 
though the guests didn't want and didn't 
need more than one visit. A fee of $10 
was charged in the bill, and the guests 
had to pay it. Subsequent investigation 
made it clear that the reason for this 
high fee was that the hotel physician 
had made an arrangement with the ho- 
tel proprietor by which the latter got a 
third of this big fee. The guests also 
learned that this sharing of the fee had 
been the custom at the hotel for a very 
long time, and that guests submitted to 
bt rather than have any wrangle at the 
clerk's desk over charges, a thing that 
self respecting persons naturally dread 
and will avoid even where the charge is 
a manifest imposition. The abuse has 
recently attracted the attention of the 
professionals, who do not practice in ho- 
tels, and has evoked an earnest protest 
and a demand for refojfm. 
1 The Medical Eecord, under the head- 
|mg "Doctors and Hotels," handles the 
subject in this vigorous style: 


"Every person of sensitive morals, and 


a good many with only every day sensi- 
bilities, would be shocked if the whole 
story of the relations of doctors to hotels 
jwero written. There is a fashionable 
hostelry in this town where the hotel 
[doctor charges $7 a visit, and there is the 
best reason for believing that the bust- 
king landlord gets $2 of it. It is stated 
Ion good authority that in many hotels 
the official doctor is obliged to give up 
from one-fifth to one-third of his charges 
!to the business management. People 
who are taken ill in hotels must have a 
doctor and are not disposed to question 
about terms. They do not find out what 
these are nntil they settle the bill, and 
.then expostulation is too late." 
' It is only just to say that all the hotel 
physicians are not parties to this mean 
sort of swindling. Many of them are 
physicians of high repute who live at the 
hotels and pay for their board and lodg- 
jmgB the same as any other guests and 
have a regular and legitimate schedule 
of charges bused upon the market value 
of their professional services. In cases 
where there is a "divvy" between the 
doctor and the hotel the physician geta 
bis lodgings and board at a reduced rate. 
He is appointed by the hotel proprietor, 
and he excuses the high fee on the plea 
Ithat he has to charge more than his reg 
ular rate in order to make good the bonus 
to the proprietor. This bonus is de- 
'manded for the privilege of practicing in 
the hotel 


i "This abuse is worse in Chicago tlian 
it la in New York," a prominent phy- 
sician said. 


i "The bonus system is certainly an out- 
'rage on the traveling public," said an- 
pther physician, "but at the same time 
the hotel doctor should not shoulder the 
•entire blatne for it. The responsibility 
rests with the hotel proprietor who 13 
mean enough to look for gain from the 
'sickness of one of his patrons. It is not 
using very strong language to call this 
(barbarism. Hotel proprietors who favor 
the fleecing of the sick in their establish 
ments ought to be tabooed by every hon 
orable and self respecting man and wo- 
man. If guests were to stay away from 
such hotels, the bonus system would be 
quickly suppressed."—New York Sun.
